Q3. Ink transfers of this nature sometimes occur when 
documents are pressed closely together for some period 
of tine ■ The faint writing on page 122 of Q3 is a 
transference of a portion of page 123 of 03. The original 
document from which the ink transference on page 65 of 03 
originated does not appear to be contained in any of the 
submitted material. 

The seven sheets of spiral notebook paper listed 
as Q5 correspond in physical features to the pages in the 
notebook* Q3. The sheets in 05 were probably torn from 03. 

Stains appear on certain of the questioned 
documents.

He denied that the signature at the end of the letter was his 
and added that the signature appearing on the letter was not a 
good copy or facsimile of his own. In this connection, he 
said he sometimes signs himself Sharif B. Sirhan, sometimes 
Sharif Sirhan. 

Mr* Sirhan declined to furnish a signed statement 
attesting that the letter and signature were not his. Re 
refused to furnish any samples of his signature, stating,

Hr. Sirhan said he did not have a typewriter in 
the flat but added that there was a typewriter In his mother's 
home in the room formerly occupied by his brother, Sirhan B. 

He said he did not know what kind of typewriter this 
was and described it by dimensions as being a standard size 
typewriter. He Indicated that he did not use it. 

Hr. Sirhan said he does not know about any such 
organization in the United States as "the Palestine Commandos" 
but was certain there were many of this, type In his homeland.
